I am writing to you for assistance with a Freedom of Information Act (FOEPA) request made with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). In a request dated 16 March 20191 requested information 
regarding two complaints that I filed with the Internet Cybercrime Complaint Center (IC3): one dated 6 
March 2013 (IC3# 11303062223331011) and the other 25 February 2015 (ICS# 11502251744269392). 
As of this writing I have gotten nary a reply in regards to either ICS complaint. And in both cases the 
complaint(s) filed related to hacking and^r malware distribution against myself with verifiable 
evidence of these deeds: in the first I had a Google log, with IP address, of someone remotely accessing 
my Gmail account; in the latter, a video capture of malware being downloaded onto my computer when 
visiting a news website and with no action on my part. 

In two letters dated 26 March 2019 the FBI responded to my original request but it has been two 
months without another reply. Given that in some cases the information I am asking for is merely 
administrative (I.e. submission reports), I do not understand the delay. And considering this FOIPA 
request(s) is related to two criminal complaint(s) filed years ago, you can understand my consternation. 

Given this, I am asking for any assistance in getting a substantive response from the FBI. I have 
enclosed all of the relevant correspondence.
